years ago. Atarough estimate, not 
far short of one-quarter of the ton- 
nage is now idle, and the proportion 
of American ships which are 
unemployed is larger than that 
under any other flag, owing to 
it is ua 
necessity to discuss. It is in these 
circumstarces that the rewly-con- 
stituted United States Shipping Board 
has been charged by the President 
to get out of the shipping busisess 
as quickly as possible. Nationalisa- 
tion, even with the wholehearted 
support of public opinion, has proved 
a costly failure, and the deficit is 
mounting up week by week, tor even 
idle ships have to te cared for. It is 
officially admitred that the loss now 
ig as much as $16,000,000 a mosth! 

‘A PROCESS OF LIQUIDATION. 

In any event, the fiquidation of 
the shipping interests of the United 
States would have been a difficult 
matter if undertaken immediately 
after the Armistice, but. the matter 
was in the bands of a board, presided 
over by Adtniral Benscn, the mem- , 
bers of which knew little or nothing ‘ 
of the intricacies of the business. ;

There are claims against the 
Government amounting to nearly 
$300,000,000 arising out of the Sbip- 
ping Board's contracts, These claims

In the opiaion of the Journal of 
Commerce these incidents indicate 
that “the Shipping Board vessels, in 
order ta keep at sez, will have to 
furnish service which is fully equal to 
that which can be had on foreign 
vessels." If they cannot do that, it 
is suggested that “ allthe thunderings 
jn the index of Washington, the 
denunciations of lack af patrivtism, 
andthe discrimination that may be 
putinto operation by Congress” will 
be of no avail. . The truth, of course, 
is thet shipping is an international 
trade, and efficiency of service and 
cheapness are the tests. You cannot 
corner shipping successfully, what- 
ever your patriotic motives, For 
instance, the exports of the United 
Srates are the imports of other coun- 
tries. Itis the same with imports. 
There are two patties to every trade 


i bargain, and ia the last resort each 


wants the goods in which he is in- 
terested carried safely and cheaply. 
No doubf, experienced chipping firms 
in the United States can conform to 
these conditions if only the Goverr- 
ment, and particularly Congress, will 
leave them alone. The Jownal of 
Commerce states: 

Harm has been done by the 
numerous: speculative or inexperi- 
enced. ship operators who have 
received tonnage from the Shipping 
Board and have gone: into the busi- 
ness without knowing anything aboot 
the spork. - He undoubtedly 
given the American/vessel owner an 
undeservediy bad reputation in 
various quarters, and have in that 
way hurt the whole merchant marine.

TYPES OF FACES. 


CHANGES NOTED IN LAST! | 


CENTURY OR TWO. 

_ British types of faces are changisg, 
Professor Sir Arthur Keith seems to 
suggest in his aonval report on the 
museum of the Royal College of 
Surgeons, of which be is curator. 

He has charge of the mest repre- 
sentative colection of human remains 
and specimens in the British Empire, 
perhapa in the whole world. So great 
has it grown that a classification, jest 
started, will take several years. 

It is hoped that in time enough 
material will accumulate to provide a 
basis for the physical history of the 
inhabitants of the islands. 

From the evidence accumulating 
under his-hands the Conservator (Sir 
Arthur Keith) has become convinced 
that definite changes, particularly in 
the face and jaws, have been taking 
place in a large proportion of the 
British people during the last century 
or two. 

The date at which these changes 
took place (writes a Daily Chronicle | 
representative) the professor does not | 
indicate. He considers that their 
exact nature and extent can be deter. 
mined only by a systematic study of 
ample material. 

CKANGES IN THE PALATE. 

The change believed to be taking 
place in the British type of face is 
due to an alteration in the palate, 
and there are differences noticeable 
in the formation of the upper jaw, 
Whether this means that we are be- 
coming more asthetic-looking or 
otherwise is an interesting problem 
which future research will show. 

During the yearreports have been | 

made on remains found in Hereford, | 
a skull from a Saxon grave found at | 
Eastbourne, some late neolithic or 
bronze age burials near Swindon, 
and some remains found in a cave 
in the Mendips. 
“ Qne of the queerest cargoes ever 
sent for examination consisted of 
several boxes of remains from the 
Government geologist at Trinidad. 

One box contained an entire burial 
still embedded in the earth matrix an 
ancient shell. mound, From the 
pottery accompanying the remains 
it was inferred that the people re- 
presented belong to a period before 
the 4. discovery of _.Ameriea _ by 
Columbus. ~ 

The most important addition made 
to the museum recently has been 
what is called the Onodi Collection. 
It consists of 400 specimens illustrat- 
ing the anatomy of the nose, which 
Professor Adolf Onodi, of Budapest, 
collected, It will be shown next 
October. i

‘An unimpeachable account of the terrible famine conditions in parts 
of Russia and the powerlessness of the Soviet to cope with them is obtained 
from an intimate letter written to Lutovinov, the Soviet representative at 
Berlin, by.bis brother in Moscow, The latter, in a graphic story bated on 
the results of official investigations into the whole situation with which he 
was entrusted along the banks of.the Volga, mentions that three months’ 
blazing drought have left absolutely nothing in the Samara area. Eyen 
locusts are perishing owing to the absence of food. The famine, which is only 
now at the beginning, incomparably surpasses that of the 1891 experience, 
when the administrative machine was properly functioning in contrast with 
the present disorganisation. “The ruins of Russia are at present being 
finally ground into dust.” 

CHILDREN SOLD INTO SLAVERY. 

The writer surveys the future prospects of relief in frank but pes- 
simistic terms. He shows that the sole inhabitants of former rich Samara 
are the aged who remain to die in their corners. The peasants of Saratov, 
driven to extremes, are selling their children: into slavery and whole 
families are entering servitude for a few poods of flour. Hungry villagers 
are migrating to the Orenburg steppes, the track of which is marked by the

At the historical “home o 
aeroplane.” ‘Dayton, Ohio (USJ 
where, 18 years ago, the Wrigh 
brothers made their first oneminut 
flight in a real powerdriven heavieq 
than-air machine, secret tests har: 
just been carried out with a nev 
aeroplane ‘which, it is claimed, wil 
revolutionise aerial transport from 
the point of view of the weight tha 
can be catried for any given powers 

The key to the secret, jealous 
guarded, is a new wing which bg 
been evolved in the factory of th 
Daytdn-Wright Company, and whig 
Mr. Orville Wright, brother of th 
late Wilbur Wright, bas experimeny 
ed with in model form ia his privat. 
laboratory. 

It is stated .that the mysteriou 
plane is really three wings in one; 
The whole front or leading edge ot 
the wing is adjustable, while the rear 
saction is also hinged or jointed so 
that it can be shifted up or down. 
The aim is to enable the pilot to vary 
the entire camber or curve of the 
wing (as viewed from front to back) 
while the aeroplane is actually in flight, 


thus securing results which could | & 


not otherwise be obtained in com- 
bining speed and load-carrying and 
slow-landing properties all ia . the 
same machine. 

Mr, Williams, general manager of 
the Dayton-Wright Company, states 
that the wings should add 30 miles 
an hour to the speed of present planes 
and enable commercial loads to be 
increased something like fivefold 
without additional Horsepower. 


Tests at Dayton, with an experimental: 
nng,.of the Dempsey-Carpentier fight, 
have, it is said, shown that landings 


machine fitted with the new wing, 


can be made quite easily in spaces so 
small that the few privileged 
spectators have been astonished. 

One recent visitor to the United 
States who has been interested in the 
Dayton-Wright wing is M. Louis 
Bleriot, the famous French airman 
and "plane constructor, who declares 
that the dime is not far distant when 
one will be able to leave Paris in the 
morning in an aeroplane flying at 
vast height and speed and arrive in 
New York in time for luncheon and. 
be back again in Paris at night. 

M, Bleriot says that at a beight of 
ten miles, assumming the use of 
special, machines now in view, a 
speed of more than 400 miles an 
hour may be expected on long trans 
ocean flights. 


FIND OF OSMIRIDIUM. 


PROSPECTORS IN PAPUA AFTER 
THE COSTLY METAL. 


An interesting history attaches to 
a small packet about 2gins. square 
which recently arrived in London, 
says the Daily Mail. It weighed 
2hibs. and was eagerly bought by an 
American firm for £1,200. The 
packet contained osmiridium (osmum 
and its alloy iridium), used for the 
tipping of fountain pen points aud 
for delicate bearings of fine 
machinery, The discovery of 
osmiridium, which is a member of the 
platinum group of metals, coustitu'es 
an interesting piece of modero 
romance. 2 

Towards the end of last year 2 
sinall group of “prospectors were 
watching for gold in oneof the river 
bedsin Papua, British New Guinea. In 
their eagerness ta find the precious 
metal they threw away from their 
pans a blush-grey flaky substance as 
worthless. This was osmiridium, 
but the men did not know it, and it 
is eight times ‘more valuable than 
gold, and worth at the present time 
about £40 an ounce. When the men 
got back to the settlement they 
mentioned the occurrence to 4 
mining engineer, who immediately 
asked them what they did with the 
substance. They replied that they 
left it on the river bank, and the 
engineer exclaimed. “It must be 
osmiridium. The next morning the 
whole party set out for the spot, oaly 
to find on their arrival that the 
tropical rains and the swollen river 


had washed away most of the precious 
stuff. What remained was carefully 
raked together, refined, and despatch- 
e¢ to London, where it arrived safely 
a short while ago, having been heavi- 
ly insuzed for the voyage. 
O-miridium ig one of the hardest 
metals known, and prospectors are 
eagerly searching for it in Papua.

NO DETENTION IF THEY GIVE 
LENGTH OF STAY, 


“ Barbarism ” is the term applied 
by the New York World to the action 
of the immigration authorities in 
preventing from landing foreigners, 
many of whom are residents in this 
country, and many well-known 


business men, on the ground that- 


“the number of their nationals allow: 
ed under the immigration law has 
already been admitted.” 

“No civilised Administration in a 
civilised country does sucn thing,” 
the newspaper adds. “The unwork- 
able character of the law 
is shown with a maximum 
of boorishness when the clumsy 
hand falls upon persons well known 
in the country, of unimpeachable 
character, bent upon errands of 
peaceful commerce.” 


All the British subjects have now 
been released by the authorities as the 
quota tor July has not been exceeded, 
but no intimation has yet been obtain- 
ed from Washington as to how many 
more can be admitted. So far as Brit- 
ish and other business men are 
concerned, [ am informed by the Im- 
migration Service that aliens visiting 
this cquntry for touring purposes, 
whether on business cr pleasure 
or passing through the United States 
an the way to another coun- 
try, are not chargeable to the quota, 
but they should be careful in filling
